T had the pleasure of n 


i ide across from shore to shore in 
two directions and saw practical!\ 
the whole of it, for it is not over ten 
miles 
across 
the 
widest 
portion. 


Never was a ride more replete with 


interest; never were views more pic- 
turesque, nor customs more quaint. 
In the first place, the island it a rock 
upheaved from the bed of Pasiedon, 
and it is nothing but rock from base 
to rugged summit and to fretted 
perimeter, except that a thin soil has 
settled upon it, somehow, from some- 
where. 
The roads are carved from 


the rock and beveled and drained by 
British military engineers and are not 
surpassed anywhere. As in Madeira, 
only more so, every available inch of 
surface ia fenced with rock walls and 
cultivated for all there is in it. 


The outlook from Citta Vecchia, 


the highest point on the island (750 
feet), brings before the eyes a scene 
not presented anywhere else in the 
world. 
It is a widerness of stones 


erected into fence-walls around count- 
less little patches of green, all the 
way to the water's edge and in every 
direction. 
It is said there are no 


snakes on the island and that there 
has been none since the curse of Paul 
fell upon them when he was bitten; 
but to all appearances it is an ideal 
place for snakes and goats. Imagine 
3'ourself 
on an eminence looking 


down the long slopes to the sea, not 
a tree nor any obstructions but the 
undulations of the surface, honey- 
combed with enclosures of stone like 
small cattle pens; not a shrub nor a 
vine, and yet in every little cow pen 
a patch of something green, and you 
have a conception of the picture. It 
is a veritable crazy-quilt of rock and 
vegetation, without order and with- 
out break in the continuity of patch- 
es except where a fort rises promi- 
nent here and there in a commanding 
locality. 


Malta was first occupied by the 


Phoenicians. 
They were succeeded 


by the Romans in 259 B. C.; by the 
Vandals in 534 A. D.; by the Arabs in 
870; 
by the Knights of St. John in 


1530; 
by Napoleon in 1800, and by 


England from that year to the pres- 
ent. 
The Knights of St. John, or 


Knights of Malta, as they are best 
known, have a romantic and remark- 
able history. Organized at Jerusalem 
in 1048 as a military and religious 
secret order, they were confirmed as 
such by the pope; removed to Rhodes 
in 1300, and to Malta about 1550, 
their 
numbers 
increasing 
in 
the 


meantime and their battles on land 
and sea being an almost unbroken 
chain of victories. 
Their struggles 


were mainly directed against the pi- 
ratical ravages of the Turks and the 
repeated attempts of the barbarians 
to overrun Europe. Their gallantry 
elicited the admiration of the Chris- 
tian world. 


Under La Valetta, the most famous 


of the grand masters of the secret 
order, the city bearing his name was 
founded and a series of fortifications 
began that have long been without 
a parallel. Two of the cardinal ten- 
ets of this order were temperance 
and chastity, but with the growth of 
p\\er and wealth they fell from grace 
in these respects, and their virility as 
an active force declined. There is no 
page in history more romantic or 
more delightful than that which re- 
lates 
the 
thrilling 
story 
of 
the 


Knights of Malta. 


The design of the cities of Malta is 


similar to those of Spain and all ori- 
ental cities, so far as I have seen— 
narrow streets, white houses, the peo- 
ple upstairs over shops and stores. 
The inhabitants are of mixed Arab 
and 
Italian 
origin, chiefly 
of 
the 


former, and they are known through- 
out the Mediterranean as a plucky, 
enterprising, temperate and industri- 
ous people. 
Maltese artificers 
in 


gold and silver are without peers and 
the dreamy creations in lace that 
come from the deft fingers of the 
Maltese women, are esteemed above 
all others by women the world over. 


The decks of our ships were lined 


with this exquisite finery during the 
clay we were anchored in the harbor, 
and there must have been enough, in 
the aggregate, to havo taken one 
w oman a thousand years, or a thous- 
and women one year, to create.

Its half-thousand marble 
monuments to the knights, its many 
curious emblems of their days of 
chivalry, its 450 years of age and 
its rich decorations, make it a place 
of great interest.

Tte'ed went to the proprietor of a 
marble quarry and on being told that 
tfe would charge $5 per cubic foot 
for small pieces while some excep- 
tionally large one would cost as much 
as: $&,.-told the marble man that he 
would have to fix the price at $15 so 
rbat there would be something to 
.divide with "the gang." The marble 
Tnan, it seems, was honest and would 
no.t consent—and his product wa's not 
used.

WOltK AT HAltKISBURG 


Dunsinore Hill Passed House by Vote 


Of 110 to O. 


Harrisburg, April 24.—The Me- 


Cord bill, which gives to the people 
an opportunity to -vote on United 
States Senatorships, was defeated 
and disposed of beyond hope of resur- 
rection in the Senate. 
Not a few 


Senators, who had promised their 
constituents to support this measure, 
"flopped" at the last minute and thus 
put an end to a measure that was 
very popular earlier in the session. 
Notwithstanding the action of the 
Senate, the House, strong in its ad- 
herence to the principle that the peo- 
ple should say whom they prefer for 
United States Senator, passed on sec- 
ond reading the North bill, which 
points a way to that end. Under its 
provisions 500 citizens, by petition to 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
may have the name of any man 
placed on the primary ballot as a can- 
didate for United States Senator, and 
the vote of these Senatorial candi- 
dates is to be sent officially to each 
State Senator and Representative as 
the expression of preference by the 
people. 


The repealer of the Press Muzzier 


bill, which was made a law during 
the session of 1903, was passed final- 
ly in the Senate without a dissenting 
vote. It goes to the House for con- 
currence in a technical amendment. 
Governor Stuart has assured 
the 


friends of the repealer that he will 
approve it as soon as it reaches his 
desk. 


A statement was issued by Chair- 


man Sheatz of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee showing that • the 
committee has recommended more 
than the State Board of Charities had 
urged and over $1,600,000 more than 
appropriated for charitable purposes 
by the Legislature of 1905. 


The House Committee will make 
a general report next week and clear 
up its work. The Senate Committee 
will also report on its appropriation 
bills and in about two weeks efforts 
to reach agreements will be made, as 
the two bodies do not reach the same 
conclusion at all in regard to certain 
institutions. 


The House passed finally, by a vote 


of 110 to 6, the Dunsmore bill; this 
measure imposes an additional tax 
of three mills on all corporations now 
paying five-mill tax. 
If passed by 


the Senate the bill will yield an esti- 
mated revenue, annually, of $5,250,- 
000. 


It developed before the Capitol In- 
vestigating Committee 
that 
six 


months before the general contract 
was awarded to John H. Sanderson, 
the capitol "trimmer," the designs 
for furniture were prepared in the 
office of Architect Joseph M. Huston, 
actually supervised by 
Sanderson. 


These facts in evidence of collusion 
between Huston and Sanderson were 
the features of the testimony under 
oath by Daniel Sulton, a draftsman 
employed by Huston. Second In im- 
portance was the sworn testimony of 
Alfred Godwin of Philadelphia that a 
bill for leaded glass had been padded 
by Payne & Co., the capitol builders, 
and inscribed upon Godwin's bill 
heads. 


Ex-State Treasurer Harris told 
how the Board of Public Grounds 
and Buildings, of which he was a 
member, deliberately ignored the law 
in the trimming of the state capitol 
and tried to defend tne board as hav- 
ing been fooled by Huston. 
For 


more than three hours Harris was on 
the witness stand. 
The testimony 


produced 
strengthened 
the 
case 


which the state is building against 
those involved In the capitol scandal. 
The InvestigatingCommittee is of the 
opinion that the $2,000,000 contract 
for metallic furniture was illegally 
executed and that it can be made the 
basis for the recovery of money by 
civil action.

IN NORTHKHX WISCONSIN 


Along the Old Military Road—The 


Pioneer. 


When the great pine forests of 
northern Wisconsin had fairly begun 
to attract the attention of the com- 
mercial world, the War of the Rebel- 
lion had closed, its battles, cam- 
paigns, victories and defeats had 
ceased forever and the mighty armies 
had melted into the peaceful paths 
of civil life. 


The Indian trail was the principal 
highway through the unbroken for- 
est and it always followed where the 
least resistance offered. 
It seemed 
to love grass and water, it lingered 
by the side of the sunlit streams and 
kept close -to the ripple of- waves on 
the beach of woodland lakes. 
No 


one~ man laid out these primitive 
paths; they are the joint judgment 
of generations of men; they are the 
product of centuries of travel by the 
red men who camped in the trackless 
wilderness many days, in order that 
the trail should go right. 
Almost every river and canyon of 
northern Wisconsin has its Indian 
trail, forgotten it may be by both the 
white man and the Indian of this 
generation, trod only by the berry- 
seeking bear, the timid deer or the 
timber wolf. 


The white hunters in the employ 


of the American Fur Company fol- 
lowed the Indian trail; the civil en- 
gineer followed the hunter, and the 
palace car rolls after. 
Thus the 
white men outgrew the Indian trail, 
and asked the government to con- 
struct a military road from Green 
Bay to Lake Superior. The construc- 
tion of this government road through 
the very heart of the pine forest 
opened up an avenue for the dis- 
charged soldiers, the alert home- 
steader and the ambitious lumber- 
man. 


The result of such important work 
could not be overestimated in its in- 
-fluence upon the iron and copper in- 
dustry already located along Lake 
Superior, and the benefits that would 
follow the completion of such a high- 
way were not confined alone to the 
business interests of the people, and 
the moral influence of civilzation and 
commerce. The interests of the gen- 
eral government were involved to a 
remarkable degree. 
The protection 


of the great commonwealth founded 
•on the distant shores of Lake Super- 
ior, rich in its vast mineral deposits, 
and many times richer in the produc- 
tion of Its prolific soil. Convinced of 
3ts practicability Congress passed an 
act 
granting the right of way, 
through an almost unbroken forest, 
for a military road running from 
Green Bay northward to Shawano, 
then up the Wolf river and on to Lake 
Superior. The government also gave 
a land grant of five hundred sections, 
mostly covered with choice pine and 
hardwood timber, for the construc- 
tion of this road through Wisconsin 
alone. 


The letting of the contract and the 
construction of the road was carried 
on under a great variety of circum- 
stances. 
The government planned 
a'highway that would be practicable 
and passable in the worst weather 
when most needed. 
The different 
contractors' planned ' to -'secure the 
great'est possible amount of pine tim- 
ber with the least possible labor and 
expense, and the latter seemed to be 
the more successful. 
The road was 
.begun in 1864 and finished in 1866. 
At its completion the government 
promptly and wisely turned it over 
to the state, and the state to the dif- 
ferent 
counties through which it 
passed. 
Of the 500,000 acres of 
choice timber secured by the contrac- 
tors the first 10,000 acres of white 
pine sold brought $1 per acre. 


For several years before the con- 
struction of this military road the 
mail was carried by men on foot in 
summer, but generally -by dog teams 
during the winter.' Only men ac- 
customed to the 
wilderness 
and 
familiar with wild frontier life were 
employed 
in this service. 
They 
seemed to be equal to any emergency, 
and when it became necessary, on ac- 
count of the deep snows, to abandon 
the dog team, they would put on the 
snow shoes, strap the mall sack on 
their backs, and make thirty to forty 
miles a day on foot. Darkness, storm 
and hunger had little terror for them. 
They were brave, young men whose 
love of adventure principally led 
them away from the haunts of civili- 
zation, and whose wild, untamed na- 
ture found keen zest and enjoyment 
in the dangers and excitements of the 
daring frontier life. 


Thus month after month and year 
after year these pioneers of the 
wilderness trod their lonely beat; but 
the mail carriers faded from the trail 
and passed into history. The trail 
became grass-grown and the aban- 
doned stations stood like ghosts of 
silent cities. 


The fur trader in the employ of the 


American Fur 
Company was the 


pioneer of the now north, as ho pene- 
trated the great pine forest very 
much in advance of the lumber man, 
who could see but little wealth in 
giant pines and still less in the hard- 
wood forests. 
The fur industry was 


established in northern 
Wisconsin 


over one hundred years ago, and a 
faint fragment of the American Fur 
Company fort and storehouse is still 
\isiblc at Crandon. 


At this point is where the Indians 


have gathered for the past one hun- 
dred years to harvest their wild rice 
in the fall and manufacture maple 
syrup in the spring. 
This rice and 


sugar was nicely packed in sacks 
made of birch bark that would hold 
about 
twenty-four 
pounds 
each. 


These Indians, or their descendants, 
gathered at the old fort last Septem- 
ber where three hundred of them 
harvested over two thousand bushels 
o£ wild rice and stored it away in 
birch bark sacks for the winter. 
Their former method was to bury 
their rice and sugar in the ground 
until wanted; (hose sacks were pro- 
lot-lod by I'tree thicknesses of differ- 
ent kinds of bark. 
In this way they 


would keep the rice in good condition 
for an entire year.

The Groat Gorge 


This deep and wide gorge, through 


which the Mississippi river winds its 
serpentine course, is one of the most 
wonderful 
natural 
phenomena 
in 


Minnesota. As I have already, in a 
former letter, described the causes 
which produced it, I will now only 
refer to the mighty and unceasing 
forces of nature as illustrative of its 
origin. 


Many years ago the State Geologist 


of Alabama stated in his report that 
"there never was a rock which had 
not, at some time, been soil, nor any 
soil which had not, at some time, 
been rock." 
Meaning, thereby, that 


the surface strata of the earth have 
been the plaything of the elements. 


As I beheld this immense fissure I 


realized, as never before, the gigantic 
and dynamic power of air, water and 
ice in rending asunder 
mountain 


rocks, grinding them into gravel and 
soil and deporting the debris to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


The gorge begins below tho falls 


in Minneapolis and with a very tortu- 
ous course through its whole extent 
makes a very wide bend to the south- 
west, hugging close to Fort Snelling, 


teau occupied by old Fort Snelling 
is 790 feet above the sea and 100 
feet above the river. 
The city of 


Minneapolis is mostly 825 to 850 
feet above the sea. From Fort Snell- 
ing to Wabash street and the old 
capitol in St. Paul, tho car line is "90 
to SOO feet above the sea, that is, 
T O O to 310 or 115 feet above t.ie 
river; but the higher parts of St.

The width of the immediate valley 
enclosed by the bluffs, varies from 
one-half mile to two miles through 
St. Paul, but is only one-eighth or 
one-third of a mile between Fort 
Snelling and the falls. 


A trunk railroad passes through 


this valley and the steamboats land 
there, in St. Paul.
